For the infoimiaiion and guidance of all concerned, the following 
guidelines should bo observed in iho implementation of the supervised 
credit program by the full time detail of APC and BPI technicians with 
rural banks: 

1. The DRB-CB shall prepare a list of Production Tochnicianu 
and their respective Rural Bank assignments. 

2. Tlie deployment of the Technicians in the target areas of 
the Rice Program in the province shall be upon mutual 
agreement between the Provincial Program Officer and 
Rural Bank manager concerned. 

3. The Production Technicians who are detailed on full time 
basis (from Hay 1 to December 31, 1972) to qualified Rural 
Banks shall lender technical assistance exclusively for 
rice production. 

4. The Technicians assigned to the Rural Bank shall be under 
the direct supervision and control of the Manager of the 
Rural Bank. (BPI and APC snail schedule conferences only 
on payday at which time Rural Bank shall be obligated to 
release the Production Technicians for the purpose. When¬ 
ever, emergency mootings are necessary. the Provinci al 
Program Officer shall advise the Rural Bank Manager 
concerned). 

5. The Technician shall work closely with the DRB-CB Super¬ 
visor/Technician assigned in the Rural Bank. 

6. The Technician shall receive an incentive allowance of 
^1.00 per approved loan (per farmer) per month for a 
period not exceeding six (6) months, plus a bonus of 
P^.OC per loan paid in full, or upon depooit of the palay 
produce at least equivalent .in value to the loan amount 
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in a bonded warehouse indicated by the Rural Bank, provided 
tho payment may exceed December 31> 1972. Wo bonus shall 

be paid for a loan not fully paid. The incentive allowance 
and bonus shall bo paid through the Rural Bank. 


7. The Manager a: the Rural Bunk shall certify to the atten¬ 
dance and travel o>. the technicians to the corresponding 
Provincial Program Officer for purposes of general adminis- 
trative supervision. 


The Technician shall submit the prescribed monthly reports, 
of activities and accomplisliments to their respective Pro-' 
vincial Program Officers for incorporation in the report 
for the province, -said report to ho co-signed by the Manager 
of the Rural Bank, and copy furnished the CD Technician 
assigned in said Rural Bank. 


9. Production Technicians chosen by the Rural Banks to work 
under the supervised credit program but who are not among 
those detailed on full-time basis to the Rural Banks shall 
upon agreement between the Provincial Program Officer and * 
the Rural Bank Manager concerned, be entitled to the afore¬ 
mentioned incentive allowance and bonus.
